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EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a coated biaxially oriented polyester 
film, wherein the coating comprises an aqueous (i.e., water-dispersible or water-soluble) 
polyester resin and the recited water-soluble metal compound in the recited proportions, wherein 
the metal compound is: (1) a titanium chelate or a titanium acylate (claims 1, 4, 5, 6); or (1) 
zirconium chelate or zirconium acylate. KINOSHITA ET AL (US 5,527,594) fails to disclose 
the required water solubility of the recited titanium compounds; PETERSON (US 4,004,062) and 
PETERSON ET AL (US 4,004,063) fails to disclose water soluble metal compounds in the 
recited amounts; KR 2001-037483 fails to disclose an aqueous polyester binder.
